Thu Knllroad 


Significant of ono of tho greatest in- 


dustrial changes in the past CO years 
\vas the rcceut appearance before tho 
railroad committee of the Connecticut 
legislature of a delegation from tho 
Now York, Now Haven and Hartford 
railway find the New York and Now 
England railway. 
Tho representatives 


of these long distance steam roads ap- 
peared before the committoo to protest 
against tho granting of any more chap- 
ters to trolley roads on lines paralleling 
tbeir o\vn. 


They said the cheap and convenient 


little trolley was destroying their traffic 
between stations. 
Thoy gave figures 


showing tho 
injury 
that had been 


wrought by tho construction of trolley 
lines. Botv,-i>'jn Dmibury und Bothel tho 
steam roads had lost 75 per cent of all 
their business. Between Naugatucfc and 
Watorbury they were losing $300 a 
mouth. From Moriden to Yalesvillo 90 
per cent of their former passenger trado 
nad gone to tho trolloy. Theso aro ouly 


few of tha instances they cited. 
This is very unfortunate tor the steam 


railroads that havo already encountered 
such serious losses during tho past year. 
But it will do thorn uo good1 to try to 
stop tho trolley lines. Tho only possible 
relief fur tiuiiii is to form companies of 
ihcir o\vu ai:itl build the trolloy them- 
selves, thus forestalling tho rivalry. 


tty ArnugIng £97 Irrlaatloo- »t • Critical 
*ta** Jo tbe Crop's Growth. 


Some of tbe experiment stations are 


giving considerable, attention to studies 
regarding the amounts of water required 
by different crops for perfect develop 
meut, aa well as the best time and 
methods ot applying it. It would be 
well to consider also the economy of wa- 
ter storage aud irrigation on a small 
scale, us suggested by Tlio Experiment 
Station Record. Tha Boaord very truly 
•ays: 


A deficiency of rainfall during a com- 


paratively short period at a critical stago 
of the growth of a crop—as, for instance, 
at tho time -of formation of seed—may 
result in serious reduction in yield and 
quality of crop or in total failure. 


The most reliable safeguard against 


such a result is irrigation iu some form. 
There is reason to believe that tbe sys- 
tems of irrigation now so extensively 
and successfully practiced -in tho arid 
and semiarid regions may be employed 
in modified form and 011 a smaller scale 
with marked advantage on at least tbe 
more valuable farm lands of the humid 
regions of tho United States. 


In such regions there is usually little 


trouble in securing,all the water needed 
for purposes of irrigation. By impound- 
ing tho small streams aud utilizing the 
springs which occur on almost every 
farm sufficient water might bo stored al 
small expenso to curry the crops safely 
ovor the one or two "ilry spoils" which 
aro likely to occur during tho growing 
soasou. Tho construction of extensive 
reservoirs and canals of courso could not 
wisely be undertaken, bnt on a great 
many farms tbo topographical conditions 
are such that the small streams might 
becollected in reservoirs from which tho 
water might be distributed by moans of 
open ditches over a large area of tho 
form, or a portion cf the flow of larger 
stroams might bo diverted and distrib- 
uted by the stmio means in time of need. 
In faot, this kind of irrigation, especinl- 
]y in meadows, is already practiced to 
a limited extent in tho eastern United 
States. 


Such a system intelligently practiced 


would very largely eliminate the ele- 
ment of cnaucG in farming opuratious 
and reduce the culture of the soil moro 
nearly to a science. Besides affording 
greater security, it would permit of in- 
tensive cultivation and tho widest di- 
versification of crops. Tho latter is a 
matter of highest importance in thowe 
regions which are afc present confined to 
the production of ono or two staple 
crops, such as cotton, corn or wheat. 
Under this ouo crop system failuro of 
the crop is a much moro serious matter 
than under a system in which a variety 
of crops is grown.

GriWMeit and Forugo Crops. 


Nearly all over tho westorn Btatcs 


there seems to bo a general interest in 
tho question of land improvement by 
clovering and getting much of tbo land 
into meadows and pastures. It ia a 
shame that some systematic attention 
has riot been given to our grasses, for 
herein must lie the salvation of a large 
portion of tho western part of Kansas 
and Nebraska. 
Tnore aro varieties of 


grasa said to do well in dronghty re- 
gions, and a little experimentation along 
thJH lino would seen) sensible. Then tho 
care of meadows and pastures should bo 
encouraged. 
Most of the dairying and 


feeding sections iu the west aro not too 
heavily stocked, so that in any ordinary 
season tho hVtrbago is jiot only plentiful, 
but it has a chauce to produce seed for 
its perpetuation, which cannot havo but 
a marked effect for good on the paster- 
age. 
Many pastures aro grazed in rota- 


tion, and tho effects of such a system 
cannot be too highly estimated, as it al- 
lows the more tender and often most 
nutritions plants time to recuperate. 
This plan might bo more generally 
adopted all over the country to advan 
tage. 


Whore tho pasturage becomes scanty 


through unavoidable causes it is u good 
plan to close tho Holds against stock for 
a tiruo, to allow tho grasses and foraga 
plants to seed. By adopting such a 
method it is astonishing tho good results 
that would follow in a short time 
should the weather be favorable.

THE BERRY GARDEN 


Have Pl-ants True to Name and a Record 


For FutUTw Reference. 


Havl ag determined to grow, say, one- 


quarter acre of berries, make a drawing 
of the i lew, garden. The boys and girls 
may do it Take a piece of heavy paper 
or a clean, smooth board, and draw teu 
straight main lines, on inch apart and 
35 iuchos long, to represent ten rows of 
'rait plants seven feet apart. Now draw 
cross lines, one-half inch apart, the eu- 
iro length of plat, making 60 linea. 
Che intersection of each cross line, with 
main Hues, represents the exact point of 
setting plants. This gives 50 plants to 
the rov/, plants 3% feet apart in the 
row anil rows 175 feet long. Set atraw- 
jerry plants just half this distance, each 
way — 31 inches apart in the row, and 
rows 8J£ feet apart. 


Now make selection of varieties, the 


number of each variety and the row they 
are to cconpy. Write tha name of berry 
and number of plants on the line select- 
ed. From long experience and general 
cultivation the following varieties are 
recommended as doing well in most lo- 
calities by M. A. Thayer in The Ameri- 
can Agriculturist: 1st row — 20 Briton 
and 25 Snytiur blackberries. 2d row — 
25 Nernalia black raspberries, 25 Ohio 
black. 3d row — 25 Palmer black rasp- 
berries, 25 Shaffer Colossal 4th row — 
25 Culhbert red raspberries, 25 Marl- 
boro red. 6th row — 25 Victoria red cur- 
rants, 25 Rail Dutch. 
8th row— 25

The distance for setting, as well as 


varieties to be selected, may be varied to 
suit different soils, localities, methods 
of cultivation or fancy of the grower.

As soon as ground is free from frost 
preparu it thoroughly. Stake off the 
rows und set plants, by line, following 
the plan exactly. Yon will then have 
plnuts true to name, and on yoar plat a 
complete record for future reference. 
Leant name und location of each vari 
ety, form of leaf, habit and growth, 
tint of bud, flavor of fruit, time of rip- 
ening, etc. Mark well the varieties that 
do best, for yon, and in future settings 
you may have without cost, best plants 
and boat fruit from yonr own garden.

LAKE EKIE Jfc WESTEUN S BEPOKT. 
The L E. & W. railroad company 


yesterday Issued Its annual report. 
The figures are those compiled under 
the direction of General Manager 
Bradbury. The capital stock of the 
company Is S23,180,000, and 
the 


funded debt $JO,87!>,000. The freight 
traffic shows an increase of 12 01 per 
cent in tonnage; the earning a ton 
a mile, a decrease from .704 cent to 
.631 cent or 073 cent, anil the gross 
receipts from this source, a decrease 
of 1 44 per cent. 
The passenger 


tariff shows a decrease of 10 57 per 
cent In the number or passengers 
carried,a decrease of 13.01 per cent.ID 
earnings.
